2.  To  invite  the  complainant  to  seek  suitable  accommoda-  . 
tions  with  me,  and  to  apprise  them  and  The  Ontario 
Human  Rights  Commissions  of  all  vacancies  up  to 
March  17,  1970.     A  list  of  present  tenants  in  the 

•    building  quarter  is  attached. 

3.  To  forward  a  letter  (as  appended)  to  each  of  the 
community  agencies  listed  below  setting  forth  her  - 
present  fair  accommodations  policy  and  inviting 
these  agencies  to  refer  applicants  for  tenancy  to 
her.
